Ajor Glaamans Troop the nineteenth of December, 1659. being upon the Guard at the Mews, was much troubled to ſee 
| how that Fleetwood, Lambert, and Dubrow had ſo batcly Deceived them, did reſolve to ſtand no longer by that Com- 
murtee of Safety and Fleetwood ; bur did Declare againſt them, ſeeing how baſely they had dealt with the Ciry and 
Countrey, and fo Declared for the Parliament, and the Lord General Monck, againſt thoſe FaQions which ſaid, they would pur 
down Tythes, and give Liberty toall Factions, which then went in the name of the Godl» , but the Proteſtant, he was the 
Common Enemy, therefore he was debarred of his Liberty, being counted Deceivers and Deſtroyers of Souls, as they called 
the Miniſtry : which was a great Trouble to honeſt men, to ſee the ſad condition of the City of London, which was: threatned 
by Fleetwood, D&brow, and Packer, Creed, Gladman , and Vane, with ſeveral more, to Fire the City, if they would not ſubmir 
ro the Committee of Safety z and had to that purpoſe placed abundance of hand Granadoes in St. Pauls and Greſham Colledge to 
fire it in caſe they did ſtir, which did trouble Edward Bulock and five more, who did refolve to their power- to be the Inſtru- 
ment forthe bringing in of the Parliament , and Cid ſo prevail, that we got the Power to {ide with us, which we did Declare 
the nineteenth of December, 1659, Wherevpon the Major perſwaded us from it, and told us, we ſhould have a Parliament the 
\ next Mogeth and that the Lord General aonck and Fleetwood was agreed, and that Fleetwood had ſentto Lambert ro Draw his 
| Forces to London fromthe Lord Monck , whom the Major ſaid was an honeſt man: But contrary to his promiſe, he wene ro 
Surprize them which were tor the Lord Meorcks Deſign , therefore it did then make us to ſtand upon our Gard. So onthe one 
and twentieth of December, 1659. at two of the Clock in the Mornining came a Meſſenger from Fleetwood, and defired us to 
80 to our Quarters , for he had ſent the Keyes and a Letter tothe Speaker, that the Houſe might fit thenext day ; which rook 
{o with the Souldiers, thar they went all from us, yer Edward Bullock, and five more went to the Speaker, Mr. William Lenthall, 
ro know whether he had the Keys, or received any Letter fromthe Lord Fleetwood, or any other , for the Parliament to Sir the 
next day: To which he anſwered, that he knew nothing of it, Then did Mr. Speaker defireto know of us what our reaſon was 
roask him ſuch a Queſtion: Whereupon we anſwered, that the Forces in London were refolved to bring him in; he doubring 
of our power, replied, that he was atraid we could not do it: To which we anſwered, that if he would be pleaſed ro coun- 
cenance the thing, we did not fear but to do it the next Day : His Anſwer was, that if we would promife thar the Parliamert 
ſhould be free from the force of the Army, and that the Members ſhould come in again, and to own the Lord Generall Mozcks 
 Defign, then he would own us , for he ſaid, that he would fir no more with the Juncto, and that the Army about L407 ſhall 
own this that you promiſe : We promiſed that they ſhould, and ſo went from him, and went to Collonell Oteys Regiment of 
Horſe, and did ſo prevail with them, that two of a Troop of that Regiment, and two of each of Collone] Packers Regiment 1d 
meer us at the White Horſe in the Hay Market at Charing Croſs, and there concluded to lend Edward Bullock to the Speaker to cer- 
tifie him, and to know his pleaſure what we ſhould do with the Forces we had gotten together, to the Number of eleven Trocps 
of Horſe, and nine Companies of Foot , reſolving to ſtand by us, and did hope by morning to gain the reſt, which were {ixteen 
Companies of Foor, and fix Troops of Horſe; which likewiſe we did gain, and by the Speakers Order, two of each Troop 
did cometo the Sign of the Angel at the backſide of St. Clements, to meet Collonel Allured , who was appointed by Mr. 
Speaker to have that confirm'd by them which the ſix men had promiſed him inthe morning ; who accordingly c To come, ard 
ſaid, that they would all live and dye in Defence of what the fix men had promiſed : And fo their appenred the next Cay In 
Lincolsn-Inn- Fields ſevemteen Troops of Horſe, and twenty five Colours of Foot, and all this done within forty etght hours, 
or thereabours, to bring inthe Parliament, and to own the Lord General Moncks Deſign; and all this done by the incultry of fix 
men under God, 


T he Reaſon of this being not made publique ſooner, was, becauſe the foreſaid Edward Eul- 
lock berng drawn into the Countrey, could never obtain Liberty to come to London , till he 


was Degraded of hu Command.
